OLD BATTLE IS REOPENED 


Conflicting Statements Regard- 


ing Stock Ownership Draws 
the Lie, Direct and 
Indirect. 


New York, Aug. 1—[{Special.]—E. H. Harri- 
man late this afternoon made this statement 
to a group of reporters: “I am the largest 
stockholder in the Illinois Central and have 
| been ever since I went into tt.“ 

Ten minutes later Harriman’s statement 
was repeated to Stuyvesant Fish and he said 


to the reporters: 


“If Mr. Harriman said that he lies and you 


can print that I said 80.“ 


Which means that the Harriman-Fish fight 
which has been smoldering since Harriman 


got the upper hand in November, 1906, and 
put his own man in as president of the IIli- 
nois Central in place of Fish is going to be 


fought all over again. It promises to be al- 


most as prominently. before the public eye 
from now on until the meeting of stockhold- 
ers of the Illinois Central on Oct. 16, as it was 
that period between the insurance investiga- 
tion which broke up the close friendship for- 
merly existing between the two men and the 
directors’ meeting at which Fish was de- 


Trouble Started by Fish. 

Fish started the trouble which ended in his 
calling Harriman a llar by sending out 8 
statement today about the Illinois ¢ ntral, 
in which he called attention to the smaliness 
of Harriman’s stock holdings in comparison 
with his own, and said that while he did not 
intend to enter into an active campaign for 


reélection to the presidency, he had received | 


from stockholders a large number ot unso- 
licited proxies and would be on hand at the 
meeting to vote them in addition to his own 
stock and the stock of his close associates 
in the company. 

When Harriman was leaving the office of 
the Union Pacific railroad company this aft- 
ernoon he had not yet seen this statement. 
As he approached the reporter, who was wait- 
ing for him at the door, he shook his head 
and said jocularly, presumably in reference 
to some interviews published lately and cred- 
ited to him: I am not going to say any fool- 
ish things today.” 


Harriman Invites Wrath of Fish. 
Have you seen this statement about your 
holdings in the Illinois Central?” he was 


asked. 
Don't talk to me about the Hmnois Cen- 
tral, he answered. ‘All my interest is in 


Union Pacific. I'm turning all my attention 
to making that a good thing—I mean,” he 
added with a laugh, “keeping it a good 
thing.“ 

But it's a statement by Mr. Fish,“ he 
was told. 

At this Mr. Harriman showed more interest. 
As he glanced through the statement his 
laughing manner disappeared, he grew more 
serious, and then he declared emphaticaily 
he was the largest stockholder in the I- 
nois Central, etc.“ 

Tou mean counting the holdings of the 
Union Pacific and of your friends, don’t you, 
Mr. Harriman?” 

Never mind what 1. an. I own more 
shares than Mr. Fish, several times over, and 
he knows it, too.“ 

He says you own only 180 shares.“ 

He has said a lot of things lately that 
weren't—well, that weren't just rigut, and 
with that Mr. Harriman disappeared. 

A few minutes later Mr. Fish gave Harri- 
man’s statement the lie direct. 


Fish Declares His Intentions, 

In the statement which he gave out, and 
which started the whole trouble, Mr. Fish 
said: 

Within the ‘last few days quite a number 
of stockholders of the Iiinois Central rall- 
road company have sent me their proxies to 
vote at the next annual meeting, to be held 
in Chicago on Wednesday, Oct. 16, 1907. 
Others have written on the subject. Being 
unable to reply promptly, I take opportunity 
to say what my position is. 

On Nov. 7, 1906, the several directors of 
the company held shares therein as follows: 
John Jacob Astor, 7,000; John W. Auchin- 
closs, 600; Charles M. Beach, 500; James W. 
Cutting, 300; Stuyvesant Fish, 12,452; Robert 
W. Goelet, 8,620; J. T. Harahan, 144; E. H. 
Harriman, 130; Walther Luttgen, 600; 
Charles A. Peabody, 500; Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, 1,484; John C. Welling, 200. Total, 
82,430. 

“So far as I know the holdings of the 
others have not changed materially since 
that time, and mine has not in any particu- 
lar, as I still own and hold the same certifi- 
cates for the same 12,452 shares. 


Will “Explain” to Stockholders. 

**I long since reached the conclusion that, 
although I owe a great deal to the stock- 
holders for the trust which they had for more 
than twenty years Imposed in me as the 
holder of their proxies, they could not ask 
me to offer myself as a candidate for re- 


election at this time. Nor am I disposed te 
make any effort to procure proxies. In view, 


however, of the letters and proxies which 
have already reached me entirely without 
solicitation on my part, I do feel bound, if 
possible, to attend the stockholders’ meeting, 
and shall, after hearing what may be brought 
out thereat, vote my own shares.and such 
proxies as may be confided to me in the best 
interest of the owners of the whole capital 
stock.

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MAGILL AND WIFE INDICTED 


Grand Jury Holds Banker and 


His Young Bride for Murder. 


EARLY | TRIAL IS SOUGHT. 


State Pushes. Theory That Former 
Spouse Was Smothered.

Graham e were indicted for ee. 
at 3:30 o’clock this afternoon by the special 
grand jury ‘called to weigh ‘the -suspicious. 
circumstances surrounding the death of Mrs. 
Pet Magill, the banker's first wife, on 
the night of May 30. 

True bills against both, holding them for 
trial on evidence pointing to a conspiracy 
to bring about the death of Mr. Pet 
Magill, will de returned to Judge W. G. 
Cochran’s court tomorrow morning. Argu- 
ments on the question and the setting of the 
time for trial then will begin, and a sharp 
battle of the lawyers ils expected. The de- 
tense will demand an immediate trial. 

Decide in Half an Hour. 

The grand jury did not deliberate long over 
the evidence. After the last witness had 
retiréd State’s Attorney Miller was excluded 
from the room and the shirt sleeved farmers 
had theit minds made up in half an hour. 

The word was carried to Magill and his wife 
in jail, but they did not break down. They 


declared they were ready for trial and had 
expected this. 


It may be stated authoritatively that the 
grand jury in all of the four days’ session 


found no direct evidence of murder ‘against 
either the man or the girl. There was plenty 
of evidence of a serious nature, but all was 
circumstantial. 


State Pushes New Theory. 
That which turned the tide against Magili 


and his wife and put the murder vote in the 
realm of certainty was the testimony of 
Chicago physicians that they could give no 
adequate pathological reason for the wom- 
an's death. 
play up a‘new and startling theory, that 
Magill had smothered his wife. The state's 
attorney took full advantage of this opportu- 
nity to inject a greater amount of “ reason- 
able doubt in the minds of the jurors.

Added to this was the additional fact, 


which has leaked out, that the friends of 


Magill, who were relied upon to testify as to 
the authenticity of the letters, backed down 
before the Jury.

cide pact theory in the jurors’ minds, and 
they voted a murder bill against Magill, at 
least on evidence showing that he knew what 
his wife was doing and urged her on. They 
figured that Magill either dided and abetted 
his wife to kill herself or planned to kill her 
and leave the impression and apparent proof 
of zuleide. 
Satisfaction Over Indictment. 


The most important witness of the last

LAY DEATH TO ROAD OFFICIALS. 


President and General Superintendent 
of Long Island Railway Charged 
with Criminal Negligence. 


New York, Aug. 1.—[Special.]—President 
Ralph Peters and General Superintendent 
John A. McCrea of the Long Island railroad 
were held responsible by the coroner’s jury 
at Jamaica, L. I., today for the deaths of Dr. 
Edward J. Gallagher and Miss Madigan, who 
were killed recently by a train striking the 
automobile in which they wereriding. Petérs 
and McCrea were found guilty of criminal 
negligence in failing to safeguard the rail- 
road crossing, Warrants were issued for 
their arrest. 

The verdict of the jury was returned after 
nearly the whole afternoon had been given up 
in taking testimony in consideration of ie 
case. Many officials and employés of tne 
Long Island railroad were in court. They 
were chagrined and surprised by the verdict. 

There may be some difficulty in prosecufing 
either President Peters or Mr. McCrea. Dis- 
trict Attorney Ira G. Darrin, prosecuting of- 
ficer of Queens county, said that under no 
circumstances would he ask that indict- 
merts be found against either of the railroad 
officials. He racterized the verdict asa 
farce and asserted there was no possible 
grounds on which Peters or McCrea could 
be convicted so far as his knowledge of the 
facts went. 


SOUTH CAROLINA BUMPS U. S. 


Justice Gary Hands Down Rate Deci- 
sion in Direct Opposition to Find- 
ing in Sister State. 


Columbia, 8. C., Aug. 1—Justice Eynat 
Gary of the State Supreme court today de- 
livered an opinion in the suit of W. G. Geraty 
against the Atlantic Coast Line railroad com- 
pany which is of more than ordinary interest, 
for it is in direct opposition to a recent opin- 
ion handed down in the federal court by 
Judge J. C. Pritchard in a similar case. 
The defendant company made a motion be- 
fore Judge Gary to set aside the service of 
summons in this case on the ground that the 
defendant is not a corporation organized un- 
der the laws of South Carolina, as alleged in 
the complaint. Judge Gary dismissed the 
motion. holding that this railroad company 
is a South Carolina corporation. If it iagmot 
a domestic corporation, then he holds the 
operation of its railroads in this state is un- 
lawful.” He holds that the Atlantic Coast 
Line was formed by merger subsequent to 
the enactment of the constitution of 1008.

Rules for Parishioners. 


Some of the rules laid down in the volume 


are these: 


No Catholic in the archdiocese of Milwaukee 
hereafter may be married after 5 o’clock in the 
evening in the winter or 6 o’clook in the sum- 


No Catholic may be married in a private house 
nor with anything but religious music, solos and 


duets being forbidden. 


Wholly Catholic weddings must take place in 
the church and mixed marriages in pastoral resi- 


dences. 


Intoxicating liquors are 1 from picnics, 
fairs, and other gatherings held for church pur- 


Soolables and card parties are forbidden on 


Saturdays and Sundays, 


Lectures on profane subjects, organ recitals, 
sacred«concerts, stereopticon exhibitions, and 
entertainments of a similar nature are strictly 


prohibited in churches. 
Pointers on Picnics. 


The rule governing picnics, fairs, bazaars, 
and dances, set forth in the series governing 


church revenues, is as follows: 


“ Picnics, excursions, and similar gather- 
ings for the sake of making money for church 
or school or other pious purposes may 
never be held after dark nor on Sundays, holy 
days, and fast days, nor where beer or other 
intoxicating drinks are sold. Moreover, the 
bishop’s consent must be obtained in every 
‘gingle case. Fairs or bazaars may not be 
arranged without the bishop's permission, 
nor on Sundays, nor sale of intoxicants. 
Moreover, priests are commanded to do away 
entirely with the abuse of arranging balls 


or dances for pious purposes. 


One of the noteworthy portions of the book, 
which is divided into two general sections, 
the temporal administration of the parish and 
the parish policy, is one regarding the regu- 
kation of public affairs in accordance with 
Christian principles and in which it is de- 
clared that no Christian, unless compelled,

TUG TURNS OVER 
AT BEND IN RIVER’ | 


Unlucky Chicago Trips on 
Towline and Turns Turtle 
at Danger Point Near 
Rush Street Bridge. 


CAPTAIN IS PENNED W. 


Aged James McGinn Escapes 
from Wheelhouse by Crawling | 
Through Narrow Win- 
dow; Crew Safe. 


Coming into harbor with a heavy tow last 
night, the tug Chicago heeled over just east 
of the Rush street bridge, turning turtle with 
four men on board. The crew grabbed 
and whatever else they could nd as the 
vessel partly righted itself, and kept efloat — 
until they could grab life lines thrown trom 
the steamer Fleetwood. 

Capt. James McGinn of Milwaukee, we ese 
nearly 70 years old, had the nerrowest e- 
cape. He wes practically imprisoned in the 
plot house when his craft went down, He 
climbed through the eighteen inch window 
while under water and was badly injured in 
doing 80. 

Refuses to Have Doctor. |

The wreck was witnessed by hundreds of 
passengers on outbound excursion boats 
lying at the docks.

All lake traffic was tied up for an hour.

Those who saw the accident said it looked 
as if the tug sank while trying to avoid tes 
Fleetwood, but Capt. McGinn eaid the Fleet-" 
wood had nothing to do with it. The captain 
said the Chicago was close to the stern of the 
Muncy, and going hard, trying to take it 
clear of an abutment. The churning of the 
big boat's propeller and the heavy strain on 
the smaller craft caused it to heel over until 
it took In water on the starboard side. The 
tug tripped on the tow line and before the 
crew could cut the hawser it turned turtle. 
This point of the river is dangerous for 
heavy vesseis and the tug boats. There ars 
heavy piling and abutments that must beo 
avoided, It is exceedingly narrow, nearly 
always congested, and to add to the difficul- 
ties there are strong currents to contend 
agdinst. All the tug captains dread it. 
Scarcely a day passes that a big freighter 
does not run its nose into piling or an abute 
ment. 
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Stunned as He Escapes. 

The accident occurred without warning ane 
in a few seconds. Capt. McGinn was in the 
pilothouse at the wheel, and didn't fully un- 
derstand the situation. Engineer O. C. Reed 4 
was below with hie engines, and Hoppe and 
Shea were on deck. Everybody had a chance 
to get clear of the vessel except the captain, 
who was imprisoned in the wheelhouse when 
the boat went down. He had presence of 
mind enough to crawi through the port win- 
dow, though it was 4 tight fit, and came up 
blowing Hke a porpoise. At that instant he 
was struck on the head by a flying timber 
and partly stunned. 

On account of the captain's age Reed and 
Hoppe, who had scrambied on the life craft, 
relinquished it to him, observing afterward. 
that too much exposure in the water might 
be bad for the skipper. Reed, and Hoppe, 
and Shea grabbed boards from the fantail of 
the tug, which lay loose, and floated about 
in the water until they were rescued. 

Engineer Reed was injured about the 
shouiders as he jumped, but was hauled 
safely aboard the tug Morford, which hag 
been the bow tug onthe Muncy. Linesman 
Shea and Fireman Hoppe were also rescued 
by the Morford. Capt, McGinn was picked 
up by the tug Rita McDonald and taken te 
the Stein hotel. 

The sunken craft is sixty feet long with @ 
seventeen foot beam and was built in 1882. , 
Blockade for Passenger Boats. 
The jam came just at the time when theses 
day excursion boats were hringing their 
tired passengers back to Chicago and when 
the night boats were starting out for moon- 
light excursion. Below the jam were the 
steamers Christopher Columbus, 800 City, 
City of Chicago, City of South Haven, and 
several freight boats.

GOVERNOR'S FRIENDS ADMIT. 


Result of Hot Campalgn in Mississippi 
Quashes Negro Issue. 


Jackson, Miss., Aug. 2. 2 a. m.—[Special.}— 
Reports on the Mississippi primary election 
received here up to this hour indicate the 
victory of John Sharp Williams over Gov. 
Vardaman in the contest for the United 
States senatorship. * 

At midnight reports of 100 cities and towns 
to headquarters showed Williams well in the 
lead for United States senator and Scott and 
Noel leading for governor. These districts 
gave Williams 7,334 to 5,682 for Vardaman. 

Concede Victory to Williams. 

The majority of precincts in Leflere, Varda- 
man’s own county, give Williams a small 
majority, but that may be overcome. Will 
lame carries Yazoo, his own county, by a 
handsome majority. 

The Vardaman club here admits Williams 
is elected by 5,000 to 10,000 majority. 


Delta Region for Williams, 
Scattering returns from the delta and east- 
ern section of Mississippi late at night showed 
Williams leading Vardaman by a percentage 
of about 8 to 1. 


No Hint in Governorship Race. 

Owing to an unusually heavy vote and the 
fact that the polls did not close until 6 o’clock, 
the indications as to which two of the six 
candidates for governor will remain in the 
race after today are more uncertain, but the. 
decision evidently rests among Scott, Truly, 
Brewer, and Noel. Thomas and Sisson are 
running poorly. 

Public opinion places the race between E. 
F. Noel of Holmes, Jeff Truly of Jefferson, 
and Charles Scott of Bolivar, two of whom 
will run the race over in the second primary 
to be held on Aug. 22. Interest in the race for 
minor offices is overshadowed by the sena- 
torial and gubernatorial races. 


State Stirred by Contest. 

Never in its history has anything so dis- 
turbed the placid trend of events in Missis- 
sippi as the Williams-Vardeman senatorial 
contest.

SHONTS TELLS OF 


Witness Before New Pub- 
lie Service Board. 


Magnate Says Companies Are Ex- 
erting Themselves to Im- 
prove Conditions. 


New York, Aug. 1.—[Special. ]—President 
Theodore P. Shonts of the Interborough-Met- 
ropolitan company, testifying today at the 
opening session of the investigation by the 
new public service mission of the ele- 
vated, surface, and Bubway lines of the city; 
‘intimated that in the rush hours the subway 
and surface systems are run to their fullest 
capacity, and if the commission could see 
some way of increasing the facilities of 
those systems they would accomplish some- 
thing the officials of the company find them- 
selves unable to do. The hearing was intend- 
ed to clear up some of the difficulties en- 
countered in the attempt to solve the trans- 
portation problem of the city. : 

Mr. Shonts admitted that the cars of the 
surface lineg might be operated at a speedier 
pace, and more cars might be run, but this 
‘would be po le only if the city kept the 
tracks clear vehicular traffic. It would 
de possible also, he said, to improve the serv- 
ice in the subway, but this could only be 
brought about by building two extra tracks 
deween Ninety-fourth and One Hundred and 
Sixth streets to prevent the switching at the 
Junction of the east and west side lines of 
local trains on to the express lines. 


| One Hope in New Lines. 

Mr. Shonts said his company had asked for 
authority for new Unes to be laid, and that 
while the old rapid transit commission had 
approved the additional tracke the board of 
estimates had gone on its summer vacation 
without acting on the matter. | 

The only other relief Mr. Shonts coyld think 
of for the straphangers was to increase the 
service on the Second, Sixth, and Ninth ave- 
nue elevated lines. More traing could be put 
on these lines, he said, but when he was 
asked if the Third avenue route was not also 
capable of development he declered that in 
the rush hours that line was operated up to 
the limit. 

Chairman Willcox presided over the in- 
quiry, which was held in the aldermen’s 
chamber in the city hall. After William M. 
Ivins, special counsel for the commission, had 
outlined the scope of the investigation Mr. 
Shonts was called, and he remained on the 
stand until adjournment. 

As president of the Interborough-Metropol- 
itan, he said, he did not issue any orders to 
the companies that comprised that cor- 
poration, but supervised the affairs of these 
companies as chairman of the executive 
committee of each company.

“There is nothing looking to that just 
now, Mr. Shonts replied, and if Mr. Ivins 
was referring to a report of some kind of an 
agreement between the Inter-Met and the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit company he did not 
seek to develop it by further questioning.

Our desire is to make the most use of our 
tracks and keep up a steady and continuous 
traffic of gars.“ 

Well, why don't you do it now?’ Mr.

“ Becauge,” retorted Mr. Shonts, we do 
not have the full use of ourtracks. The con- 
gestion of the vehicular traffic in the streets 
prevents that.“ :

ITO CALMS EMPEROR’S FEAR. 


Work of Disarmament to Be Pressed 


Throughout Country. 


SEOUL, Aug. 1.—Unverified offictal returns 
from this morning’s confilet between Japa- 
nese troops and the First battalion of the 
First Shiwa regiment give the number of 
killed and injured as sixty Coreans and forty 
Japanese. 

About 8,000 men willingly disbanded, 
marching without arms through the-parade 
ground, where, according to rank, they re- 
ceived gratuities ranging from 25 to 80 yen 

Maj. Paksung Huan, commander of the 
First battalion of the First Shiwa regiment. 
returned to the barraqks and committed sul- 
cide. This excited his subordinates and algo 
a battalion of the Second Shiwa, who at- 
tacked two ‘Japanese officers and their or- 
derlies, 


Captain Dies at Gate. 
One battalion marched on the south gate. 
where a clash occurred in which Capt. Kaji- 
wara and two others were killed. 

Over 100 Coreans escaped with their rifies 
and divided into two bands. They are still 
abroad, but on account of the rain no more 
trouble is expected. 

The American consulate was struck by sev- 
eral bullets. 

No foreigners were injured, and the city 
appears to be safe. 

Maraq@is Ito, in his audience with the em- 
peror this afternoon, assured the emperor 
of his complete safety. Marquis Ito pro- 
vided the foreign consulates with guards to- 
night as a precaution for safety. 

The Japanese military take the credit fora 
prompt suppression of an outbreak, having 
prepared to suppress all garrisons in the 
event of a sympathetic uprising. 

The remainder of the Corean army, dis- 
tributed throughout the country, will be 
disbanded as fast as the imperial rescript 
reaches the different stations. 


Corean Princes Ask S. Aid. 


New York, Aug. 1.—Prince Tyjong Oui FI. 
who, with Yi Sang Sul, reached here today 
from The Hague, where they, as Corea’s 
delegates, sought vainly to lay before the 
nations the plight of Corea, was deeply at- 
fected when he heard that forty Corean 
soldiers had been killed or wounded while 
resisting the Japanese. 

“The death of those soldiers,” declared 
Prince Yi, feelingly., marks the baptism in 
blood of Corea’s final efforts to throw off 
Japan's domination.) The Corean army will 
resist Japan’s disarmament steps to the last, 
and Corea, responding to a great national 
sentiment, will rise up and fight for her lib- 
erty. This is the outcome of 4,700 years of 
distrust with Which Corea as a nation has 
regarded Japan. There are 1,500,000 Coreans, 
able bodied, patriotic men, who are ready 
to fight. They have weapons of various 
kinds and they will fight.” 


Will See President. 

Prince Tyjong Oui Ti and Yi Sang Sul plan 
to appeal to the American nation to save 
the Hermit kingdom from effacement by the 
Japanese. Prince Yi said today that Corea’s 
last hope rested in the justice and fairness 
of the American people, to whom Corea was 
looking for deliverance from the Japanese. 
Prince Ii and Yi Sang Sul hope to see Preal- 
dent Roosevelt at Oyster Bay and lay before 
him the status of the Corean situation.

BATTLE WITH RUSS STRIKERS

Troops Kill or Wound Thirty in 
Street Fight at Lodz. 


EABOR WAR MAY FOLLOW, 


Arrests by Police Cause a Conflict; 
82,000 Workers Called Out. 


LODZ, Aug. 1—Thirty men were killed or 
wounded in a fight between troops and strik- 
ers in thiscity yesterday. Business is almost 
at a standstill, and if conditions get any 
worse there are fears of a protracted strug- 
gle between the military and the army of 
unemployed. 

The labor unions are preparing for a long 
contest. Thirty-two thousand men have 
been called out. 


Arrests Arouse Labor. 

The cause of the clash was the action of the 
police in making a number of arrests in the 
attempt to cripple the unions by taking their 
leaders and agitators into custody. The prin- 
cipal socialists were thrown into jailand this 
resulted in an alliance between the social 
democrats, nationalists, and Polish socialists, 

The contest has reached such a stage that 
the committee representing these organiza- 
tions has ordered all business to cease. Stores 
have been closed and the electric traction 
system shut down. Some of the business 
men who refused to obey orders were at- 
tacked and some of them were shot. 

Wreck Cars, Attack Police. 

Strikers yesterday wrecked a number of 
street cars and used the cars as barracks 
from which to attack the police. Two shop- 
keepers were killed and two strikers fatally 
wounded in scrimmages. The situation grew 
so threatening that the military was ap- 
pealed to, and a fight with the strikers fol- 
lowed in the center of the town, thirty being 
killed or wounded. Among.the dead is a 
German. 


CHOATE OUTLINES HAGUE WORK 


American Commissioner Says Arbitra- 
tion Should Be Keynote of All Proce- 
dure—Several Nations Concur. 


THE HAGUE, Aug. 1.—Recommendations 
that there be seventeen judges instead of fif- 
teen to tune the delicate mechanism of 
world’s harmony, and that arbitration be 
the keynote of all procedure, were the salient 
points of Joseph H. Choate’s speech which 
marked proceedings at the peace conference 
here today. 

He outlined the plan formulated by the 
United States and suggested various changes, 
in which he was assisted by James Brown 
Scott of the American delegation. Then Mr. 
Choate reviewed at length the proposition 
dealing with arbitration from the standpoint 
of humanity as well as of international law. 

Prof. de Martens (Russia) declared that 
the principle of arbitration now under dis- 
cussion was proposed by.

‘IN DUAL SUICIDE? 


Financial Troubles and Love 


Also Factors in Colo- 
rado Tragedy. 


Friend Tells of Infatuation for 


Laura Matthews; Widow's 
Faith Not Shaken. 


Mount Pleasant, Pa., Aug. 1.—[Special.)— 
Driven to desperation by financial difficulties 
and consumed with love for Laura Matthews, 
who ended her life in Colorado, it is said 
Amos Rumbaugh left home with the delib- 
erate intention of committing suicide. It also 
is claimed he made a suicide compact with 
the girl. He raised all the money he could 
get, securing among other accounts a check 
for $5,000 from the Rainey Coke company’s 
stores. He took with him a revolver and rifie. 

Emmett Boyd, an electrician, was with 
Rumbaugh on his collecting trip and says 
Amos talked at that time in a mysterious 
manner, ¢learly indicating he was thinking 
of suicide or some desperate act. 

„Amos and I were down at Parfittown,” 
said Boyd, and we had taken a couple of 
drinks. He turned to me all of a sudden and 
said: 

Boyd, you're the best friend I’ve got, 
and I’m going to tell you something. Next 
week I am going to hand you a big surprise, 


“TI thought he was referring to buying 
something, possibly an automobile, but he 
wouldn't say another word, and that was all 
I thought of it until I saw the announcement 


of his suicide,”’ 
Talks of Suicide Compact. 


Boyd, who claims to have been present 
when the alleged guicide compact was made, 
thinks Miss Matthews, finding Rumbaugh 
was married, took her own life. 

“The Matthews girl was in love with 
Amos,“ Boyd said, and more than once 
told him what desperate things she would 
do if he should ever leave her. Finally, one 
day, with her arms about his neck, I heard 
her say to him: ‘I cannot live without you, 
and if I can’t have you I'll kill myself.’ Amos 
answered, All right, little girl, if you kil 
yourself, I will, too.“ That's ali they said 
at that time, but they meant it, every word.” 

Boyd accompanied Rumbaugh to Chicago 
on a trip last Christmas. At that time Miss 
Matthews was iiving at Ingleside with her 
mother, keeping house. She seemed to have 
an abundance of money. The Green woman 
was an intimate friend of Miss Matthews. 
They accompanied Rumbaugh and a com- 
panion to a café and did not return to their 
homes until the next day. 

On one occasion while the quartet were in 
a Chicago hotel, a bellboy brought up Coey’s 
card. Coey, according to Miss Green, had 
long been infatuated with Miss Matthews, 
but on this occasion Miss Matthews took the 
card and a message, and after reading it told 
the bellboy to tell Mr. Coey she was not in. 

That Rumbaugh joined her as soon as he 
reached Chicago after leaving home the last 
time is certain, as Miss Green wrote to a 
friend in Mount Pleasant that Laura had 
met Amos, and that the two were on their 
way to Colorado Springs. 


Widow’s Faith Unshaken. 


Mrs. Grace Rumbaugh still declares implicit 
faith in her husband and reaffirms her con- 
viction that he did not know Miss Matthews 
or have anything to do with her death. The 
young widow broke down tonight and fora 
time was on the verge of a collapse. 

I do not think that Amos was in love with 
any other woman, she declared, and his 
suicide happening so soon after. hers in Co. o- 
rado Springs was merely a coincidence, 1 
feel sure that what drove him to take his life 
was money troubles. He was in debt and to- 
me so. The president of the Farmers a.. 
Merchants’ bank also told me, not long ago, 
that Amos was in financial trouble. I know 
he was greatly worried, as I would come on 
him now and then sitting with his elbows 
resting on his knees and his head buried in 
his hands. 

He made no secret of his business trou- 
bles to me and for some time had been con- 
sidering giving up his business here and get- 
ting a new situation. A friend of his nad 
offered him a good position in a packing house 
in Chicago and he several times asked me to 
move there, but I did not want to go there. I 
feel now that if I had gone this terrible thing 
would not have happened.“ 

Mrs. Rumbaugh insists that she and her 
husband were happy and says that ever since 
their marriage he had been extremely kind to 
her and considerate of her wishes. 


Coey Goes to Attend Funeral. 

Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 1.—The funeral of 
Miss Laura Matthews, who died from a gun- 
shot wound at Colorado Springs, will be heid 
in this city tomorrow. Charles A. Coey, the 
Chicago manufacturer with whom she car- 
ried on a correspondence; Mrs. Jennie Mat- 
thews, mother of the girl, and other relatives 
arrived here from Chicago tonight. They 
insist that Miss Matthews did not commit 
suicide but was murdered. After the funeral 
Mr. Coey will go to Colorado Springs to make 
a thorough investigation of the shooting.

Federal Official Holds Fort and 
Disputes Claim for Pet. 


IGNORES CIVIL COURT WRIT. 


Dr. Young at Marine Hospital in Clash 
with Morris Friedman. 


; 


A handsome collie dog for whose possession 
two men contend, one a private citizen and 
the other one of Uncle Sam's hospital sur- 
geons, may be the means of bringing up 
for determination in court the questions 
whether a civil process can be served on 
a government official who is stationed on 
a governmental reservation and whether by 
a writ of replevin a civil officer may take 
any property therefrom. 

Morris Friedman, an official of the North- 
western Can company, whose home is in 
Rogers Park, was the owner of the collie 
up to about two months ago, when it dis- 
appeared. Search was made for several 
weeks, but it could not be found. While 
Mr. Friedman and his family were automo- 
bile driving Tuesday evening they saw a 
man leading a collie which corresponded in 
all the markings to the lost dog. Mr. Fried- 
man asked the man who he was and what 
he wanted for the dog. 


Marked Just Like His Dog. 

The man said he was an attendant at the 
Marine hospital and that the dog belonged 
to Dr. Young, superintendent of the hospital. 
Mr. Friedman slipped back the dog's collar 
and found a mark like one his dog had, and 
furthermore he found mat the lid of the left 
eye had been slit. Mr. Friedman’s dog had 
a similar mark incurred by his being hit by 
the automobile. He told the attendant he 
believed the animal was the one he had lost 
and the man offered to get into the auto and 
drive up to the hospital to interview Dr. 
Young. 

But you can’t get that dog into an auto, 
if he is mine, sald Mr. Friedman. Bver 
since. he was hurt by the machine he won't 
go near it.“ 

The test was made, and the dog snapped at 
the hospital attendant when he tried to force 
him into the car. So on foot Mr. Friedman 
went with the man to the hospital. He told 
Dr. Young about the loss of his dog and that 
he thought he had found it. But the physi- 
cian insisted the dog in question had been 
bred at the hospital. 


Grows Heated. 


The argument grew heated and the surgeon 
gruffiy imvited the civilian to get out of the 
ounds. Rather than have trouble Mr. 

riedman departed . 

Next day he asked, a neighbor to go to the 
hospital and identify the deg. The neighbor 
went, but when he declared his mission Dr. 
Young said he could not see the dog because 
to allow him to be seen and examined would 
be to question his veracity. So the neighbor 
aleo was forced to return with little satis- 
faction. | 

But Mr. Friedman was not ready to give 
up. On Wednesday he appealed to Judge 
Fred L. Fake and secured‘a writ of replevin. 
Accompanied by a bailiff he started out in 
the automobile for the marine hospital, but 
the serving of the writ was delayed. Before 
the hospital was reached the automobile sus- 
tained a fracture of two tires. and by the 
time it was ready to proceed it was judged 
too late for the mission. 


Scorns the Civil Courts. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Friedman and his 
bailiff proceeded to the hospital with the 
writ. The paper was read to Dr. Young, 
while the employé of the federal government 
smiled. Then he informed the bailiff that he 
could not see the dog and that he had no in- 
tention of appearing in court in answer te 
the writ. He declared the dog was his prop. 
erty, on a government reservation over which 
the civil courts had no jurisdiction and that 
he would continue to keep possession of the 
collie. Then he excused himself and let the 
civil authority and citizen depart dased 
through the gates. 

Mr. Friedman returned to the city and said 
he would test the physician's position and 
that if there was any way of making him 
produce the Gog fn court he would And it, if 
he had to engage an army of legal talent.

UNION TO RUN PLAYHOUSES. 


Chicago Local Plans Havens for 
Its Stranded Actors. 


\ 
ON THE CO-OPERATIVE PLAN. 


Theater on West Side Secured for 
Pertormance Tomorrow Night. 


Plans to run a chain of. strictly union 
theaters on the codperative plan and thereby 
give employment to hundreds of actors and 
actresses who need the money are now being 
formulated by 8. D. Ricardo, business agent 
of local No. 4 of the Actors’ Union of Ameri- 
ca. It is also intended to improve the moral 
tone of the stage by getting rid of undesirable 
booking agents. The scheme is a beautiful 
one if it only works out. 

The local unlon has a membership of 400, 
and as a starter Novey's theater, 1566 West 
Twenty-second- street, has been secured and 
the initial performance will be given tomor- 
row. night. It is hoped to get the use of other 
theaters, now closed for the season, and to 
play in labor halls and other suitable places. 
It ig even thought possible to secure financial 
backing for the establishment of new houses. 

Hyde Park, Austin, Oak Hark, Evanston 
and other strictly resiaeccce districts are to 
be invaded and a liberal patronage is ex- 
pected from the members of labor organiza- 
tions. 

Hope for Stranded Histrions. 

One feature of the idea is this: When 
members of barnstorming expeditions are 
lost in the woods some or more miles away 
from Chicago, instead of counting tles, as has 
been the practice, they will receive trans- 
portation, and later they can work out 
the amount sent by appearing at one of the 
union’s houses. Again, they may already be 
in Chicago and merely need the money, and 
may do a little stunt for it. 

The houses are to be of the vaudeville order, 
popular priced at 5 and 10 cents. It is figured 
that 82 per cent of the gate receipts’ will 
be needed for general expenses, 20 per cent 
to the house for its use, 12 per cent for ad- 
vertising purposes, and the balance to be split 
up between the performers. At first shows 
will be attempted only on Saturday and Sun- 
day nights, but if they prove successful the 
whole week will be covered. 


Thousands Idle in Summer. 


Ricardo says there were 4,000 idle profes- 
sionals in Chicago last summer. Speaking 
of the project, he said: 

At present the people of the profession 
have forty booking agents of various morals 
and descriptions to contend with, and these 
fellows are responsible for the future be- 
havior of many girls who seek employment 
from them. Some are grafters. If our 
scheme works out all right, and I see no good 
reason why it shouldn't, we can get rid of 
these undesirable persons. 

In some of the places some of the girls 
receive as little as $2 a week wages, and the 
highest price paid for the best is $18.” 


Trouble Over Negro Workmen. 


Trouble threatened aver the importation of 
negro strike breaker as substitutes for the 
striking tunnel miners on the water works 
tunnels on the south side may be averted by 
a conference of city officials, officers of the 
building e council, and representatives 
of the Päfker- Washington company, em- 
ployers of the negroes, called for this morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock.

Oklahoma Republicans Nominate 
Executive by Acclamation. 


GREETING FROM ROOSEVELT. 


Platform Issue Is to Evade Indorse- 
ment of New Constitution.

Tulsa, I. T., Aug. 1.—The republican con- 
vention of the new state of Oklahoma tonight 
named Frank Frantz for governor by ac- 
clamation, and made other nominations, but 
adjourned at 11:30 p. m. until tomorrow 
without completing the ticket. 


Frantz Present Governor. 

Mr. Frantz is the present governor of Okla- 
homa territory. He was a.Rough Rider cap- 
tain at-the San Juan hill fight in Cuba and is 
an intimate friend of President Roosevelt. 
Frantz dominated the convention, and his 
nomination by acclamation was accompanied 
by a remarkable demonstration of enthusi- 
asm. 

This afternoon the following telegram was 
received from President Roosevelt, to whom, 
earlier in the day, a message assuring him 
of the indorsement of the convention, was 
sent: 


I have a special feeling for Oklahoma and Indian 
territory, and assure them of my support to any- 
thing that will further their interests. 


Constitution an Issue. 


The making of the platform occupied the 
committee on resolutions all afternoon, and 


night. The principal difficulty in wording the 
platform is the desire to frame a declaration 
on the constitutiom that will absolve the re- 
publicans as far as possible from any admis- 
sion that the constitution is a desirable docu- 
ment. It is expected that the platform will 
declare for prohibition by advocating local 
option.

MASON MAY PLACE 
HOPKINS IN ‘HOLE’ 
Politicians Think the Senator 


Errs in Refusing to Abide 
by Primary Vote. 


LIKELY T0 BE BOOMERANG 


| Gives Governor Exeuse for Ignor- 


ing People’s Wishes in Dic- 
tating Nomination. 


Mason, who is a candidate for the position he 
held six years ago, is extremely annoying to 
Senator A. J. Hopkins, who now holds the 
place that Mr. Mason once filled and is now 
endeavoring to regain. The most annoying 
thing Mr. Mason does, and he did it again 
yesterday, is to call attention to the fact that 
Mr. Hopkins will not contract to abide by the 
result of the popular vote in the senatorship 
race. : 

Some pretty astute politicians believe that 
Mr. Mason gradually is edging Mr. Hopkins 
into a hole and will put the cover on over him 
unless he wakes up to the fact that he ig be- 
ing edged. 

The governorship race, in which Gov. De- 
neen, Speaker Shurtleff, and Judge McEwen 
are engaged, spreads over a wider area than 
would be used ordinarily in a contest for the 
executive office. It involves not only the 
governorship but at least one if not both of 
the senatorial places, 


Governor May Name Senators. 
Te next governor may be able to name 


the senator elected in 1000, and if Senator 


Cullom should not last out his term to name 
his successor, too. Mr. Hopkins’ protection 
against being the victim of a consolidation 
of power in the hands of one man is to make 
his contest for the popular vote and secure 
an indorsement which would make it exceed- 
ing embarrassing for any executive to ignore 
or for any legislature to go against. 

Up to date Mr. Hopkins has refused io bind 
himself or to contract with the other candl- 
date to abide the result of the popular vote 
under the primary law, provided the law 
comes through the Supreme court in condition 
to serve next April. 

Mr. Mason has letters of Mr. Hopkins in 
which the latter, in reply to the request of 


the former that the primary vote be accepted 


as final, says he will not enter into a contract 
of any kind with Mr. Mason. The inference 
he desires to be drawn is that hig personality 
and Mr. Mason’s personality are such as to 
make it impossible for them to have any 
dealings with each other. 


May Be a Boomerang. 

The politicians figure that the question of 
personality, while interesting, is not im- 
portant, and that what Mr. Hopkins is do- 
ing is refusing to bind himself to stand by 
the result of the primaries. This, they say, 
will be a convenient excuse for the man who 
controls the next legislature to remark te 
Mr. Hopkins, and to.such persons as may be 
interested with him, that the candidate was 
not willing to acknowledge the primary vote, 
and therefore can claim nothing under it. 

Mr. Mason, in an interview in the course of 
the day, expressed much disapproval of the 
primary law, but he also called attention 
again to the fact that Mr. Hopkins is not 
binding himself ag Senator Cullom and Rich- 
ard Yates did for the primaries a year ago. 

Up to date no one is opposing Mr. Hopkins 
except Mr. Mason. Both the senator and 
Gov. Deneen dény that they have made an 
alliance, but there is an understanding which 
is keeping them off each other's preserves 
for the present, at least.

CONCERN OUT OF BUSINESS. 


Valuations of Several Other Risk As- 
sociations Are Reduced. 


An echo of the San Francisco earthquake 
and fire was heard at the board of review 
yesterday, when the assessment of the As- 
surance Company of America was stricken 
from the tax books. The reason assigned 
was that the company had been forced to 
reinsure and retire from business because 


ot the catastrophe in California. 


In 1906 the reviewers assessed the company 
on $10,800 worth of personal property, and 
this year the assessors had planned to tax it 
on $20,000 worth. 

The valuation of the German-American 
Fire Insurance company was cut from $10,000 
to $6,000. The American Central Insurance 
company secured a reduction from $50,000 to 
$29,000. The Farmers’ Fire Insurance com- 
pany secured a cut from 310,000 to 68.900. 
The valuation of the Mercantile Fire and 
Marine Insurance company was lowered 
from 520,000 to $3,000. 

The personal property valuation of George 
E. Marcy of the Kenwood hotel was in- 
creased from §2,000 to $4,000 on account of 
100 shares of bank stock. 


Other Changes in Valuations. 
“Two personal property assessments of Car- 
son, Pirie, Scott & Co. were reduced. The 
personal property at Sixteenth and Lumber 
streets, which in 1906 was valued at $567,687, 
is reduced this year tq $480,549.

BOARD OF TRADE 
GAINS A VICTORY. 


Judge Carter Sustains Injune- 
tion Secured Against Pub- 
lic Warehousemen. 


AIDS THE LOCAL MARKET. 


—. 


Elevators Must Remain Open Till | 
Supreme Court Passes on 
Controversy. 


The board of trade yesterday gained a de- 
cisive victory in its campaign for adequate 
grain facilities against the so-called elevator 
“combine,” when Judge Orrin N. Carter of 
the Supreme court upheld the injunction 
which the board secured to restrain public 
warehousemen from withdrawing from the 
public grain storage business, and thus leav- 
ing grain dealers without ample storage 
room, 

By this decision the ruling made by Judge 
Honoré a few weeks ago is reversed. and 
the injunction granted the board of trade 
will remain in force until the case can be 
reviewed by the Supreme court next October. 

Knowledge that Judge Carter’s decision 
was about to be announced, and the fear that 
it would be adverse to the board of trade, 
caused considerable concern among the trad- 
ers, as the withdrawal of the elevator inter- 
ests from the public warehouse business 
would mean a serious impairment of the 
standing of this market. The extension of 
the time the injunction will run will at least 
give the board the opportunity of providing 
for the future needs of the market. . 


Receipts of Wheat Decreased. 


Shipments of grain to this market already 
have been restricted to some extent by the 
fear of possible complications in the ele- 
vator situation. Receipts, especially of 
wheat, have been much less than a year 


ago. 

Judge Carter’s decision was viewed with a 
good deal of satisfaction by board of trade 
officials, who were of the opinion that it 
justified faith In an ultimate final victory 
next fall. The recognition of the importance 
of the situation and the far-reaching effect 
any impairment of the grain storage facili- 
ties of this city would have on the board 
ot trade in particular and Chicago trade in 
general was particularly satisfactory. 

Subject for Equity Inquiry. 

It is sufficient to say.“ said Judge Carter 
in his opinion, “ that the questions involved 
are so grave and so difficult that they dis- 
close a proper subject for inquiry by a court 
of equity. . 

“The information clearly shows a prob- 
able danger of a great injury and if the in- 
formation states a case of probable right 
upon which to base an injunctional order 
then this motion should be granted. 

The allegations of the information show 
that for some forty years or more business 
conditions have adapted themselves to the 
methods used in shipping and storing grain 
in elevators of class A. and it is evident if 
the 15,000,000 to 20.000,000 bushels alleged 
to have been stored in these public ware- 
houses in Chicago each year must be shipped 
and stored in a different way. the change 
being, made all at once or about a given 
time, that such a radical change would 
cause great injury to the shipping and re- 
celving interests in Chicago and the state. 
No showing ie made on this record that 
any loss or injury will accrue to the defend- 
ants if the injunction is continued.“ 


Right of the Public Supreme. 


The complaint of the board of trade was 
based on broad grounds of public policy. Ip 


this regard the court said it could not be 


urged that a man or corporation can use its 
property regardless of the rights of others. 
This principle, he said, was the source of the 
so-called police power, and the power of gov- 
ernment to regulate men and things. 

The opinion was expressed last night by 
one of the leading officials of the board that 
the decision of the court possibly would be 
used as a pretext for reopening the negoti- 
ations with the elevator men, and that there 
is still an opportunity for a harmonious ad- 
justment of all differences.

The roll of summer 4rowning accidents 
received a melancholy addition yesterday 
when two young girls lost their lives in the 
Calumet river at One Hundred and Twenty- 
third street while bathing. One-of the girls 
was lost in a herolo effort to rescue her com- 
panion. 

The tragedy became known simultaneously 
with the news of another boating accident 
in which five Chicagoans were concerned, 
but which had a happier ending. A pleasure 
yacht was burned to the water’s edge in 
Powers lake, Wis., but the seventeen per- 
sons on board all escaped with their lives, 


the women being saved by the gallant con- 


duct of the men in the party.

She sank before she could call out, but her 
danger was seen by Miss Holl, who went to 
her aid, while her mothei, Mrs. Mary 
Schwartz, and her younger sister ran wildly 
down the banks of the river calling for help, 

Miss Holl seized her companion around 
the waist and attempted to aid her to the 
shore, but the weight proved too much and 
both sank. A moment later they arose to 
the surface, but after a short struggle went 
down never to come up again. 

In the meantime the mother had attracted 
the attention of a flsherman and a friend 
on the opposite bank of the river and the 
men launched a boat. The police of the 
South Chicago station were notified and 
after some hours the bodies were recovered 
by the use of dynamite. The girls were 
clasped tightly in each other's s and it 
required force to separate them. Miss Holl 
was spending a vacation at the Schwarts 
home.

and crew overboard, where at least a less 
painful death was offered. ’ 
Despite the terrible nature of the accident 
and the fact that many of the party had 
suffered burns from the flames, the men did 
not lose their presence of mind, and devoted 
all their efforts to save the women. The

Chicago Specialists Say the Prac- 


tice Is Perfectly Harmless. 
RIGHT TO BE COMFORTABLE. 


Theory of Hungarian Savant Is De- 
clared to Be Far Fetched. 


Chicago girls may cross their legs, rest 
their shoulders against the back of their 
seats, and luxuriate in low, comfortable 
rockers with the assurance of Chicago 
physicians that their health will not be 
harmed in the least by such recreations, and 
the physicians professed to know Chicago 
girls and what they were talking about. 

Of course the Chicago girl with the trim 
ankle and dainty foot, reclining in the rear 
of the elevated train, doesn’t cross her legs 
merely to display her pretty stockings and 
slippers.

Josef Garzourka, the nerve specialist of 
Budapest, will meet with a chilly reception 
for his pet theory should he see fit to visit 
Chicago on his present tour of the world in 
the interest of science.

Mr. Venner, he explained, was the owner of 
200 shares of Chicago City stock, and he 
wished ‘the information in order to start a 
suit attacking the validity of the recent ordi- 
nance tb that company. He objected to this 
ordinante because it had operated to cut 
his dividends. 

In the petition for mandamus Venner de-

which took up considerable space. In the 
suit he brought against the Rock Island 
road Col. Lewis was his attorney. 

The surmise was made that the reason for 
the discharge of Auditor Hogarth of the 
Chicago City company and his office force 
was because he had been furnishing infor- 
mation to Mr. Zoline. It was learned, how- 
ever, that this was not the case. There was 
no connection between the happenings. 


JOHNSTON TO SUCCEED PETTUS 


Alabama ‘Legislators Name Former 
Governor for Senator—Declares He 
Will Protect State Rights. 


Montgomery, Ala., Aug. 1.—Joseph F. 
Johnston was today nominated in joint cau- 
cus of democrats of the two houses, com- 
posing all but two of the entire membership 
of the legislature, to succeed Senator Pettus 
in the United Btates senate. There was no 
opposition. 

Mr. Johnston was twice governor of the 
state. In speaking of state rights he said: 

“So far as I am concerned I shall stand in 
the senate for the rights of the states to leg- 
islate in respect to their local affairs, and 
I shall stand firm against the nullifying of 
the acts of our legislatures.” 


OBITUARY. 


DAVID CHRISTIE MURRAY, the novelist 
and playwright, is dead at London. He was 
born in 1847. Mr. Murray's death occurred 
suddenly from aneurism.

Her first endeavor was to secure the at- 
tention of Mayor Busse, via his secretary, 
B. J. Mullaney, who convinced her that the 
police department had original jurisdiction 


in such cases. Chief Shippy heard her reques“ 


and convinced her that Assistant Chief 
Schuettler was the man who should attend 
to such matters. 

Mr. Schuettler convinced himself that the 
chief was endeavoring to get from under, and 
asked Miss Gaston as a personal favor to 
return to Mr. Shippy’s office and convince 
him that it was his personal duty to authorize 
such a commissioner as she desired. Mr. 
Shippy, thus betrayed by Mr. Schuettler, said 
it was a matter for the corporation counsel 
and that Mr. Brundage was not in the city, 

The matter rests thus, but Miss Gaston is 
becoming familiar with the geography of the 
city hall. There will not. be so much waste 
of time in hunting up the offices of the offi- 
clals when her efforts are renewed. 


City Demands Another Rebate. 

After a talk with representatives of the 
Rogers Park Waterworks company the city 
decided that another slice must come off 
the price agreed upon for the property of 
that company in its sale to Chicago. At- 
torney Newton A, Partridge, treasurer of 
the company, was told by Ald. Frank I. 
Bennett, chairman of the city finance com- 
mittee, that about 520,000 would have to 
come off the purchase price as an offset for 
land which was supposed to be included in 
the deal but which has been exempt from 
the terms of the purchase. 

The first discovery was that a strip 125x 
170 feet west of the plant was not included, 
and now the city finds that a strip fifty 
feet wide north of the works is the private 
property of President H. B. Keeler of the 
company. 

The city contracted to pay $300,000 for the 
concern just to get rid of an embarrassing 
condition of affairs, it being realized that 
this is an extremely high price, partly made 
on a basis of its earning value at the much 
higher price at which the company sold 
water. 

When on top of the excessive price the 
city is paying Ald. Bennett discovered that 
all the real estate which was supposed to 
be included is not included he decided it 
was time to hold back some of the purchase 
price. The city’s demand for a $20,000 re- 
bate will be laid before the directors of the 
company. 


To Plead for Stork Fountain. 

The municipal art commission is to be 
asked by the city special parks commission 
please to allow the setting up of the rejected 
Schoenhofen stork fountain at Canalport 
avenue and Eighteenth street, where the res- 
idents are willing to overlook a few points in 
art in order to secure the water. 

Thus far the art commission has maintained 
its position and insisted that great damage 
would be done the artistic temperament of 
the Ninth ward if the fountain were allowed 
to find a place in the little triangular park 
which it is intended to adorn. 

The special parks commission has cham- 
ploned the cause of the rejected stork, and 
has appointed a special subcommittee of 
pleaders, consisting of A. F. Keeney, George 
F. Pfeiffer, and Ald. Joseti, to argue with the 
art authorities about the matter and lift the 
ban if possible. 

Witnesses Testify for Nourse. 

Supt. ‘Nourse of the water department had 
the opportunity of placing witnesses on the 
stand before the civil service commission to 
testify that he never asked contributions for 
political purposes and never called any meet- 
ings other than those held to consider civil 
service matters. Testimony showing that 
Walter Stedman, division clerk in the water 
bureau, circulated petitions for contributions 
during business hours was given, and charges 
may be filed against him for neglect of duty.

DANGERS AT STREET CROSSINGS. 

Three reasons may be given for the 
accident to the young art student at the 
Monroe and State streets crossing: the 
ears were moving at a dangerous rate of 
speed, the victim was incautious and not 
intent on his own safety, or the crossings 
policeman was negligent in his restraint 
of pedestrians—assuming that there was 
a policeman in evidence at that crossing 
at that hour of the evening. The street 
car company does not deny that the car 
was moving rapidly, but claims that it 
is necessary to keep up a good rate of 
speed in order to conform to the schedule 
demanded by the public. 

The problem df keeping to a schedule 
has been undoubtedly the cause of many 
accidents. It compels not only speed at 
crossings but has brought about the more 
dangerous practice of permitting cars to 
make a crossing from opposite directions 
at the same time. In this way the pedes- 
trian who manages to dodge one car is 
frequently struck by another. The com- 
pany quite naturally falls back on the 
excuse that it is compelled by public sen- 
timent to adopt a fast schedule, and that 
in order to maintain this schedule it is 
necessary to travel faster in the loop and 
crowded districts than absolute safety al- 
lows. It prefers the chance of accidents 
to the constant complaint of. citizens at 
the tardiness of travel. : 

And this suggests the thought that 
nothing has been heard of or from that 
board of supervising engineers which was 
going to take up the loop difficulty and 
devise a new scheme of loops for the bet- 
terment of the service and to the ad- 
vantage of rapid transit. It is plain, and 
has been for some time, that the present 
loop system for surface_cars is wholly in- 
adequate, that it invites blockades, delays, 
accidents, and constant peril, and is a 
fruitful source of vexation. With better 
arrangements for distribution of the cars 
in the downtown streets many of these 
difficulties will be obviated, and the de- 
sired schedule can be maintained with as- 
surance of comparative ease and safety. 

It is in order, also, to remind the city 
authorities of the importance of keeping 
not only pelicemen, but watchful and effi- 
cient policemen, at the erossings ‘where 
the congestion is the greatest. Not mere- 
ly ip the so-called rusb hours should the 
officer at the crossing be vigilant and 
wide awake. There ara in the day 
when both cars and teamsters are poorly 
watched and when the annoyances of pe- 
destrians are increased by the scarcity or 
indifference of the crossings f and by 
the go-as-you-please methods which pre- 
vail. Especially in State street should 
the greatest care be taken, and yet from 
State street come the most frequent com- 
plaints. It is not expected that an ideal 
condition will at once prevail, but it is 
reasonable to expect ‘that more protection 
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alties have been steadily increasing in 
number from year to year, despite the at- 
tempts to secure a saner celebration of 
the day,

If I mention this it is because King Edward 
is creating a good deal of disturbance in cer- 
tain labor circles by the unexpected manner 
in which he is thrusting knighthood upon 
labor leaders. Thus, the other day when at 
Cardiff he transformed the mayor, the labor 
leader of the district and a working mason, 
from Mr.“ William Crossman into Sir” 
William Crossman in the twinkling of an eye 
and without the slightest warning. 

The labor party at Cardiff is of the most ad- 
vanced radical type, strongly socialistic, and 
with, leanings towards republicanism, and 
for the king to have suddenly transformed 
its leader into a knight constitutes a coup on 
the part of the soverefgn which has given 
rise to a certain amount of confusion in its 
ranks. Some feel flattered by this royal rec- 
ognition of the labor party; others resent it. 
But no matter how they may take it, the fact 
remains that it would be difficult for a man 
who has just received a title from the sover- 
eigp to lead his followers any farther in the 
direction of republicanism and to preach so- 
cialistic war against the monarchy. 

A few months ago the king had John Kirk, 
of London Fresh Air Fund and Ragged Schoo 
union celebrity, under the flat of a sword 
blade and converted into Sir John Kirk be- 
fore that modest and retiring philanthropist 
knew what was happening, and it is no se- 
cret that if Sir John had had the slightest 
idea what was in store for him when he was 
summoned by the king to Buckingham palace 
to receive as he belleved a subscription to the 
fresh air fund, his aversion to titles and his 
modesty would have kept him away. 

— 

The knighthood of Sir William Crossman is 
not the first distinction of the kind conferred 
upon a working man. For three weeks ago 
the king knighted William Randall Cremer, 
M. P., the peace propagandist, who is almost 
as well known in America as in England. Sir 
William Cremer was originally a working 
man, and by trade a carpenter. Indeed, he 
still remains to this day a member of the 
carpenters’ union. 

I notice that Key Hardy and William 
Crooks, two of the labor members of parlia- 
ment, the one a miner, the other a cooper, 
were present at the royal garden party at 
Windsor at which Mark Twain.was one of 
the guests. But after the experience of Bir 
William Crossman at Cardiff, it is doubtful 
whether they will consider it quite safe to 
attend any more functions at which the king 
is present. He might take it into his head 
to suddenly transform them into knights 
and thereby destroy, their political future and 
their hold upon their party before they could 
say or do a thing tb avert the catastrophe. 

Let me in this connection recall the clever 
manner in which the king while still prince 
of Wales transformed the late Anthony Mun- 
della, son of a Catbonari conspirator, from 
a red hot republican and adversary of the 
crown into a champion of the royal family. 
Mundella was at the time the ultra radical 
member of parliament for Sheffield. One 
day while he was at the railroad station 
there a royal train arrived on its way north, 
stopping merely long enough to change en- 
gines, On board were the then heir apparent 
and his consort. - 

Somebody notified the prince of Mundella’s 
presence. At once the prince, who had never 
met him before, sent for him, received him 
most graciously, presented him to the prin- 
cess, who treated him to one of her winning 
smiles, and then exclaimed: 

“TI hear, my deat Mr. Mundella, that you 
are about to address your constituents this 
afternoon here. I wish you would avail 
yourself of the opportunity to convey to the 
‘good people of Sheffield the expression of 
the charming remembrance which the prin- 
cess and myself retain of our last visit to 
their city, and of the magnificent welcome 
which they accorded to us. I am #0 sorry 
that that we cannot make a longer stay on- 
this present occasion, but we are both looking. 
forward to visiting Sheffield soon again.“ 

That afternoon, when Mundella faced his 
constituents, instead of treating them to one 
of his customary red hot diatribes against the 
reigning house, he inaugurated his speech 
with an intimation’ to the effect that he had 
been commissioned by the prince and princess 
of Wales to convey to the people of Shef- 
fleld the gracious message given above. He 
delivered the message with unction and 
manifest satisfaction, and from that time 
forth his animosity against the royal family 
was at an end. In fact, he died as a privy 
councilor and as nike the most loyal cham- 


pions of the reigning dynasty.

Fear Results of Election. 


While there is disappointment in admin- 
istration circles as the result of the elections, 
it does not follow that they are looked upon 
as finally showing the incapacity of the 
Filipinos to govern themselves. Ot the per- 
sons eligible as voters in all that part of 
the Philippines not inhabited by the Moros 
or other non-Christian tribes, not more than 
2 per cent cast their: ballots and the vote 
Was not half as large as that cast in the 
municipal elections of 1908, which itself was 
one-third less than the full number of quali- 
fied electors. 

Consequently, the assembly cannot be re- 
garded as representing the real views of the 
Filipino people, and its acts must be consid- 
ered with this in mind. 

One high official, who served in a high posi- 
tion in the Philippines, said tonight that the 
reason why the vote cast was so light was 
because 90 per cent of the people are thor- 
oughly content with the present conditions 
and feared that the organization of a legisia- 
ture would cause a renewal of the revolu- 
tionary propaganda and lead to new disturb- 
ances, 

The people have not yet arrived at the 
stage of political intelligence to appreciate 
that by doing their duty at the polis they 
would avert every trouble they are seeking 
to avoid by inaction.

Peace Rules in Islands. 


With the exception of sporadic disorders, 
quiet prevails throughout the Christian part 
of the archipelago, and, on the whole, life 
and property are as safe as in other civilized 
eountries. The natural consequence is that 
more land is unser cultivation than has been 
the case at any time since 1896. 

In many provinces there is fully as much 
land under cultivation as ever before, and 
in all of them the only drawback to the ful! 
cultivation of all lands heretofore cultivated 
has been the lack of carabaos, which, unfor- 
tunately,- have suffered from disease. The 
establishment of an agricultural bank, as 
provided for by the recent law, has given 
additional impetus to the farming operations. 

Had the senate passed the measure adopted 
by the house, practically abolishing the du- 
ties imposed here on Philippine products, the 
economic situation of the islands would have 
been greatly strengthened. It is suggested 
that the apathy shown in the election may 
have been inspired by the desire to protest 
in an emphatic way against the failure of 
the United States to admit the islands into 
the American economic system.

New York, Aug. 1.—[Special.]—In an edi- 
torial printed today in the Engineering News 
concerning wealth and wage earners, so- 
cialistic protests against the unequal dis- 
tribution of the former. and the oppression of 
the latter are answered with this statement: 

* Capital is now receiving about $1, where 
labor is recéiving §8, or to put it in another 
way, if the annual product of the country 
{the money earned by capital and labor], is 
divided into four equal heaps capital is get- 
ting one of these heaps and labor the other 
three.“ 

That is the conclusion reached after a care- 
ful statietical analysis of the income of the 
nation’s invested wealth and of the great 
army of the nation’s wage earners. In the 
beginning the editorial notes the increasing 
public discontent, bred by avowed social- 
iste, which finds expression in the opinion 
that the vast accumulation and concentra- 
tion of wealth is a public danger, and that 
while the possessors of wealth are getting 
too much of the earth’s products, those who 
work with their hands or their heads are 
getting too little.

Wealth Flaunting Breeds Discontent. 


It is far from strange, the Engineering 
News says, that people nowadays should 
hold such ideas It is unquestionably the 
flaunting of wealth before the public in osten- 
tatious display—and particularly wealth 
gained by questionable means—that is most 
largely responsible for the steadily growing 
enmity toward wealth and property.“ 

After pointing out that it is not well to be 
blinded by such superfitial manifestations of 
wealth, a comparative study of the statis- 
tics concerning labor and wealth is taken up.

He added that the evidence was entirely 
conclusive, as it had appeared to the jury, 
that Billik was the murderer.
